Therefore the goſpel, the belt of news; hath 
ever been offenſive to mankind while in'their natural 
blindnefs, Yea, this blindneſs cannot be gg 
ſpoken of, without danger of an angry in | 
we blind alſo ? Yet none of them woul Rn i 
equal, in their temporal affairs, to have inter Fed men 
ſet up as their judges, however capable they were to 
diſcern what was right, in caſes wherein they were 
not biafſed, Felix found a vaſt difference, Hetwixt 
hearing of the faith in Chriſt as a cvrioſity, -and his 
being arreſted thereby as a criminal befols God. 
ARts xxiv. 24; 2 5. When freemen have faltly dif- 
charged all their deþts, they ever claim a right to be« _ 
i ſow F 
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ſtow gifts on whom they pleaſe ; and gifts cannot 
be beſtowed with honor upon any who claim them 
as debts. Neither can debts be forgiven by a credit- 
- or, nor crimes by authority, while the debtor or the 
criminal denies the juſtice of the charge or ſentence 
againſt him, without giving up the nature of all go- 
vernment ; the end of which, is the ſafety and hap- 
pineſs of the faithful, relief to the poor and needy, 
and infliftion of juſt puniſhment upon the wicked, 
And the infliction of ſuch puniſhment is as much a 
debt to the univerſe, as any thing can be a debt to 
individuals ; For the wages of fin is death ; but the 
gift of God 1s eternal life, through Feſus Chrift our 
Lord. And every child of Adam is a ſervant of fin, 
until he obeys this form of, doftrine from the beart. 
Rom. vi. 16—23. . 

But men have wracked their inventions, from age 
to age, to avoid this heart obedience, and yet to 
graſp the honors and profits of religian to themſelves. 
And they have now gone fo far in this way, as openly 
to ſet up their reaſon above revelation, and their feel- 
ings above reaſon. - Our Lord ſays to all, If any man 
will come after me, let him deny himſelf, and take up bis 
croſs daily, and follow me ; for whoſcever will ſave his 
life, ſhall loſe it 4 but whoſoever will loſe bis hfe for 
my ſake, the ſame ſhall ſave it, Lake ix. 23, 24. 
But a noted miniſter in Boſton lately ſaid, © Self- 
determination in us men, is the only baſis of mo- 
ral obligation. To go about to prove this, by a 
long train of reaſoning, would be very like holding 
a candle to the ſun, in its meridian luſtre, for light 
that we might be able to ſee, It is a firſt, and fun- 
damental principle-in morals, and to be evidenced, 
not by arguing, but by an appeal to common ſenſe ; 
or, in other words, to the perceptions of mankind 
uaiverlally. We feel the exiſtence, and me 
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| 1$ not 
ſo, he ſays, © Religion, whether natural or revealed, 
is a ſenſeleſs pretence, ſuited only to ſerve the pur- 
poſes of politicians and prieſts.” * i 
Thus - ſer up reaſon above revelation, a: d feel- 
ings above reaſon ; for ſelf-determination +; fo far 
from being the only baſis of moral obligatiS, thar 
all are rebellious children, who take counſel, but not of 
God, and that cover with a covering, but not of bis /p1- 
rit. Iſai. xxx. 1, 9. From ſuch counſel, multitudes 
are now carried away with the doQtrine of yniverſal 
ſalvation. - Others oppole that doEtrine, wks yet aft - 
upon the principle from whence it came ; as: we may 
ſee in a book publiſhed laſt year, by Mr. Join Rem- 
mele, of Newport in New-Hampſhire, to prove that 
atonement conſiſted wholly in the excell=ncy- of 
Chriſt's teaching and example, in his life ang*death, 
and not at all in his ſuffering the penalty of*he law 
for hnners. This book was ſent to me from thence, 
with a requeſt of my remarks upon this moſt jmpot- 
tant ſubje&t. His arguments are as follow.: 
© 1, Nothing could merit favour” for Hinners, 
which was not in it{elf agreeable to the divine mind. 
Chriſt is ſometimes repreſented in ſcripture agÞpaying 
a price, -by which he purchaſed his a Acts 
xx. 28. 1 Cor. vi. 20, 2 Pet. ul. I. hateFer that 
price was, it is {elf-evidently true, that it was ſimply 
in itſelf pleaſing to God ; therefore the ſufferings, the 
miſery, which he endured, could not be the price.— 
I have no pleaſure in the death of him that dieth, faith 
the Lord God. Exek. xviii. 23, 32. If Gyd- can 
have no pleaſure in the miſery and juſt ſufferings of 
a ſinful diſobedient creature, reaſon forbids the con- 
cluſion, that he ſhould have any pleaſure inthe ſuf. 
ferings of his dutiful well-beloved Son.” P.a9.

111, 
20—26, We are warned againſt glorying in the 
wiſdom, might or riches of men ; becauſe in the Lord 
ſhall all the ſeed of Ifrael be juſtified, and ſhall glory, 
Jer. 1x. 23, 24. Iaiak xlv. 2225, From whence 
the apoſtle proved, that the preaching of Chriſt cru- 
cified, was unto: the Jews a ftumblin block, and to 
the Greeks fooliſhneſs ; but unto them who were 
called, both Jews and Greeks, Chriſt the power of 
God, -and the wiſdom of God. 1 Cor. 1. 23 LI

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' Anſwer, Here is the root of all the evils in the 
world. Angels and men have erred, becauſe theit 
knowledge was limited ; and the only certain ſecu« 
rity againſtall errot, is obedience to the revealed will 
of the” Father of lights, with whom is no variableneſs, 
neither ſhadow of turning. It is the only perfe# law 
'of liberty. James 1. 16—25. Before our glorious 
Shepherd, all nations are as nothing, and they are counted 
to bim leſs than nothing, and vanity. And he ſays, 7 
lay down my life for the Jeep ;-a Choſen number, and 
not for all mankind. Ifaiah xi. 10, 11,17. John x. 
15, 26—29. And when he was going to do it, he 
ſaid, If they do theſe things in the green tree, what ſhall 
be done in the dry ? Luke xxiii. 31. Nothing is 
more unreaſonable; than for us to imagine, that finite 
can comprehend infinite, or that debtors and crimi- 
nals are adequate judges of their own cauſes. Yet 
it is now ſaid, 

« 3, Thoſe animals made uſe of in ancient rites 
are never ſaid to make atonement, but this is often 
acknowledged of the prieſts who were aCftive in the 
matter. Therefore, Fa far as ſufferings were inflict- 
ed on Chriſt, and ſo far as atonement conſiſts in /uf- 
ferings, he can only be conſidered as the medium by 
which atonement was made,. and not the perſon who 
made it.

teſtament. For if the blood of bulls, and of goats, and 
the aſhes of an beifer ſprinkling the unclean, ſan#ifieth 
to the purifying of the fleſh, bow much more ſhall the 
blood of Chrift, who through the eternal Spirit, offered 
himſelf without ſpot. to God, purge your conſcience from 
dead 
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dead works to ſerve the living God. This' is the only 
way for. any ſoul to draw nigh unto God. Heb. wii. 
17-27. 1x; 13, 14. This is the Rock of 'which 
David prophefied. Pſalm xl. 2—10. Heb. x. 
5—14. This is the Stone which the builders refuſed. 
Pſalm exviii. 19—23. Mat. 'xxi. 42.” Azd how 
many do ſo in our day ! If the fins of the cle& 
were not imputed to Chriſt as their Surety, he never 
could have made any atonement for them, ner they 
be ſaved by him ; yet our author ſays, © Some have 
ſecured themſelves under the vapory idea that Chriſt 
was by imputation ſinful, and ſuſtaining this imputa- 
tive ſinful character, he was the object of divine dif- 
pleaſure.” P. 24. But he ought ro know, t}-at be- 
lievers do not hold that Chriſt was-ever mad$-a fin- 
ful perſon ; or that the Father was ever angry with 
him ; but that he made him: tobe fin for us, who knew 
no fin, that we might be made the righteouſneſs'of God 
in bim. | 2 Cat. v. 21. When Aaron" and:his ſons 
put their hands upon the head-of the bullazk, and 
it was killed before the Lord, and its' inwars were 
burnt upon the altar, and its body without the:camp, 
for a fin-offering, the bullock was not made a\/mer 
thereby ; neither was Jeſus, when he /ufferet without 
the gate. Exod. xxix. 1014. Heb. 11:02, 12. 
And though Aaron was to lay both his hands' upon 
the head of the live goat, and to confeſs orzr him 
all the iniquities of the children of Iſrael, nd all 
their tranſgreſſions in all their- fins, purring ern 
upon the head of the goat, which was to be upon 
him all their iniquities, unto a land 'not inhabited, 
the goat was not made a {inner* thereby, anymore 
than Chriſt was, when the Lord laid on bim :*be ini- 
quity of us all. Levi. xvi. 21, 22. "Ifaiah$1ii;"6, 
And we are ſolemnly warned againſt laying Spain the 
foundation of repentance from dead works," and of faith 
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towarts God, of the doirine of baptiſms, and of laying 
on'vf hands, and of reſurrettion of the dead, and of 
eternal judgment. How terrible wilt be the caſe of 
thoſe who fall away from this foundation ! The word 
bapti/ms in this text, is the ſame Greek word that is

1—6. ix,"'10, 22, Life was forfeited by ſin, and 
could only be recovered by blood, the hife of the 
fleth ; for which reaſon Ifrael were never to eat blood ;

make atonement for your ſouls. Levi. ll. 17. xvii. 11. 
Abet was accepted in this way ; and all that dwell 
upon the earth worſhip the beaſt, whoſe names are 
not written in the book of life of the Lamb flain from 
the foundation of the world. Rev. xin. 8. Their cry 
hath been, Who is like unto the beaſt ? Who is able 
to make war with him ? His number is the number 
of a man. Rev. xii. 4, $, 18. Nothing muſt be 
allowed of in religion, but what can be comprehend- 
ed and ſupported by men.. Our author ſays, 
<* 4. That in all God's works one obje& is attend- 
ed to as his greatand laſt end.—The feelings of God 
towards himſelf are fully expreffed in fcripture. 7 
zorought for my name's ſake.” | Not for your ſakes do [ 
this, ſaith the Lord God. Fzek: xx.9. xxxvi. 32. 
He had himſelf in view as his chief objeft, when he 
cauſed- creation to rife into exiſtence, 'and the ſame 
he will purfue to the grand conclufion of all things. 
Thus he makes himfelt rhe beginning and end.—God 
who commanded the light to ſhine out of darkneſs, hath 
ſhinef in our bearts, to give the light of the knowledge of 
the GLORY OF GoD IN THE FACE OF JESUS CHRIST.

Anſwer, Tt is indeed fo; "but the god of this world 
blinds the minds of unbelievers, leſt this glory _—

ſerved. For God to be manifeſt in the leſh-uſtified 
in che Spirit, ſeen of angels, preached unto tie Gen- 
tiles, believed on in the world, received up int9 glory, 
1s the great myſtery of podlineſs ; whereon theichurch 
is built as the pillar and ground of the truth. But ſe- 
ducing ſpirits, and doctrines of devils have long ſince 
fixed an oppoſite notion of godlineſs in the /45nds of 
multitudes, even a ſuppolal that gain is godt-1eſs. 1 
Tim, it. 15, 16. iv. 1. vi.5, SatandecFfed that 
the penalty of the law was not #rue ; but Ch-iſt bare 
witneſs unto the /ruth, and deftroyed the powy of the 
devil, through death.

out of the land ; and he ſays, HWboſoever wil, y tet him 
take the. water of life freely. - A righteo father 
cannot ſave a wicked child, nor a wicked fatzer hin-

der the ſalvation of his child that repents ; neither 
can any child of Adam be ſaved without a per/e# 
righteouſneſs, and perſeverance therein. Ezek. xiv. 
20. XVIIl. 20, XXXIll. IO-—IS, Jl. XXXIV. 4, 17-25. 
Rev. xxil. 16, 17. And the violation of theſe plain 
truths, is the cauſe of all the blood, ſlavery and con- 
fuſion in the world. The goſpel proclaims abundance 
of grace, and the gift of righteouſneſs, as freely as ever 
water flowed. - Rom. v. 17. But men have 1in- 
vented another language; and 1t is now ſaid, 

« 5, The plan of reconciliation left mankind in 
" ſuch a condition, as that they might be the objects 
of the juſt diſpleaſure of God.—It it be only granted, 
that men have univerſally rejected the offers of ſalva- 
tion, and -are criminal for ſuch rejeCtion, there can 
be no reaſonable objeCtions againſt God's juſtice, if 
all men ſhould be excluded from that ſalvation.” 
It is alſo ſaid, « The goſpel-offers ſhould be as lim- 
ited as the premiſes from which they grow : for if 
the offers are more extenſive than the proviſion of- 
fered, there is an appearance at leaſt of ſomething 
little better than deception.” P. 22, 27. 

Anſwer, It is moſt certain, that the juſtice of God 
will ever ſhine clear in the condemnation of man- 
kind, even in countries where they have not the writ- 
ten word. Rom. i. 18—21. And much more where 
they have it ; but goſpel-offers, 1s the language of 
deceitful men, and not of the word of God ; who 
ſent his Son to preach good tidings unto the meek, to 
bind up the broken-hearted, to proclaim liberty to the 
captives, and the opening of the priſon to them that are 
bound ; to proclaim the acceptable year of the Lord, 
and the day of vengeance of our God, to comfort all that 
mourn, And when he made this proclamation, many 
wondered at his gracious words, until he let them 
know, that he had a good: right to ſave whom he 
pleaſed, 
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pleaſed, even among the Sidonians or Syritns,. and 
to leave many in Iſrael to periſh in their This ; and 
then they were fled with wrath. ITaiahi3kt. 1, 2. 
Luke iv. 17—29. And natural men difzaver the 
ſame diſpoſition to this day. God never pretlaimed 
atonement for pre/ampruous ſinners z; but ſuch were 
to die without mercy, by the ſentence of the prieſt 
and judge in Iſracl ; and of how much fſorer;poniſh- 
ment ſhall he be thought worthy, who hat: trodden 
under foot the Son of God, and hath counted\Jbe blood 
of the covenant wherewith be was ſanttified, '&4# unboly 
thing, and bath done deſpite unto the Spirit ef grace'! 
Num. xv. 30, 31. Deut. xvii. F-—-12. |-Fleb. x. 
26—29. His perſon never could be troddem under 
foot by any ; but his laws and authority are 1o, to - 
an amazing degree ; and his blood, which: purgeth 
believers from all fin, (1 John 1. 7.) is now;nade uſe 
of to harden multitudes in iniquity, who: weld not 
dare to att as they do, if he had not died fot finners ; 
and he only knows how many have done- (Ff{pite'to 
the Spirit" of grace. His grace hath appe&ed to all 
men, teaching us, that denying ungodhn ſs, - and 
worldly luſts, we ſhould hve fſoberly, riggjteouſly, 
and godly in this preſent world, looking for that 
bleſſed hope, and the glorious appearing of the great 
God, and our Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, Titus t1H41—14. 
His proclamation of grace ever contained fed cha- 
racers, and a limited time. He ſays, Bebotz, now's 
the accepted time ; behold, now is the day of jalvation. 
And they: who hold the contrary are unbeliiivers and 
idolators, with whom we ought-not to be: thed. 2 
Cor. vi. 1, 2, 14—18% The Son-of God is} finitely 
above Moſes ; and the Holy Ghoſt ſaith, Wo-day if 
ye will heur bis voice, harden not your bearts* | Heb. 
lit. I—9. Yet theſe hearts are now appea}8d toy as 
our rule; and '1t is faid, © Let no one be: ilar ; 
'Y : 
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if we poſitively deny, that he ſuffered any of rhat di- 
vine wrath which ſinners quitly deſerve ; for there 
can no ſuch contradiftory idea exift, that a being 
ſhould be angry with an object with which he is at 
the ſame time well pleaſed.” P. 33. 

Here our ſinful paſſions are ſet up againſt the eter- 
nal truth of God, who afſfures us, that he who ſpareth 
his rod hateth his fon ; but he that /oveth him, chaſt- 
neth him betimes. Prov, xut. 24, Hence hatred 
and love are dire&tly oppoſite to the catnal feelings 
of parents and children ; and the conduct of the Sor 
of God under ſufferings, ought to raile all our ſouls 
above the folly of babes. . Prov. 11. 11, 12. Heb. 
v. 8—14. xi. 5—10. And to deny that God can 
do , more than men, is infinitely worſe than babes. 
Men readily -admit of ſuretices for debt, and for the 
faithful diſcharge of promiſes and covenants ; and 
wnen a ſurety freely and fairly enters into bonds in 
ſuch caſes, juſtice as clearly exafts the bonds of the 
ſurety, as of the firſt contraftor. Neither can juſtice 
be done to debtor or ſurety, if the judge is angry 
with them, or hath any per/on in admiration becauſe of 
advantage. Men cannot juſtly admit of a ſurety in 
capital caſes, becauſe they cannot raiſe the dead, nor 
change the heart of the living ; but God can do both, 
and the whole plan of revelation, and of ſalvation by 
Jeſus Chriſt, is built upon this truth. Hence he ſaid 
to the diſputers of that day, Ye do err, not knowing 
the ſcriptures, nor the power of God. Mat. xxili. 29. 
And this error was ſo deeply rooted in the minds of 
his diſciples, that one of thern plainly ſays, 4s yet they 
knew not the ſcripture, that he muſt riſe again from the 
dead. John xx. 9. And this point was diſputed in 
the church of Corinth, which made the apoſtle ſay, 
if Chriſt be not raiſed, your faith is vain ; ye are yet in 
your fins. But he boldly ſays, Now .is Chriſt pc 
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from the dead, and become the firſt-fruits of tim that 
flept. For fince by man came death, by man e&me alſo 


/o in Chriſt fhail all be made alive. And 
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the reſurrettion of the dead : for as in Adam all = _ 

:

Yea, 
Aaron and Moſes muſt openly know his diſpleaſure, 
becauſe they ſanfified him not in the midſt of the children 
of Iſrael. Num. xiv. 11, 20, 21. Devut. xxxit. £1. 
David's fin of adultery and murder were put away ; 
and yet God requited him with the ſame evils 4n his 
family. One ſon defiled his daughter ; another 
murdered him ; and then drove his father from the 
throne, and lay with his wivesin the ſight of the ſun. 
2 Sam. xit. 9—14. ” Xiti, 14," 29. xvi: 22. And 
though Solomon built the temple, and was greatly 
owned- by God therein ; yet ten tribes were rent 
away from his ſon, for his ſin of fitting up the high 
places. And though immediate war betwixt the 
two kingdoms was prevented, yFt it broke out after- 
wards ; and half a million were ſlain in one day ; 
the greateſt. ſlaughter that ever happened among 
mankind in any one day, fince Adam fell. 2 Chron. 
X111. 17, 18. How great then is God's anger againſt 
{in, even 1n his own people ! 

2. Our author appears to be ſtrangely blinded, 
by the practice of taking the ſhadows of the law, to 
draw a vail over the truth and glory of the goſpel.

Ang: how 
terrible muſt ir be for any to imagine, that ${hriſt 
was- ſacrificed by the devil or his- children, wiz 1 fire 
from hell !\ Yet this is the natural effe& of h&ding 
that the covenant of circumciſion is the coven3at of 
grace. ” For Abraham had no warrant to circyHciſe 
any perſon, who was not born in his houſe, unHl he 
had bought him as a /ervant with money. Anqzince 


the death of Chriſt, by which he purchaſed hispeo- 


ple, the tongues of them who are for many maſters, 


defile the whole body, and ſet on fire the whole c01+/e of 
nature, and it is ſet on fire of bell. "Che wiſdewn of 
men who have bitter envying and ſtrife in*heir 
hearts, is earthly, ſenſual, deviliſh. But the 4tj\dom. 
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that is from above, is firſt pure, then peaceable, gentle, 
and eaſy i be intreated, | full of mercy and good fruits, 
without partiality, and without bypecriſy. James 1ii, 
I, 6, 14-18. And the uſe of ſecular force to ſup- 
port religious teachers, was always full of partiality 
and hypocriſy ; and this appears by their own account 
of how it was firſt introduced under the Chriſtian 
name. 

The Holy Ghoſt gave loud warnings to Chriſtians, 
againſt obſerving days, months and-years, in imita- 
tion of the ſhadows under the law. Gal. iv. 9—11, 
And againſt being ſpoiled through philoſophy and 
vain deceit, fo as to be ſubjected to erdinances, after 
the commandments and doctrines of men ; which is 
will-worſhip, and hath only a ſhew of humility. Col. 
11. 8, 19—23. But the myſtery of iniquity was car- 


-ried fo far, in the ſecond and third centuries, as to 


call religious teachers prieſts, in diſtinftion from 
other ſaints ; and at length to fet ſome teachers above 
the reft, under the name of biſhops, with an imagin- 
ation that they could make times, places and perſons 
holy, by their decrees and adminiſtrations. This led 
on to the calling of wooden buildings churches, and 
baptiſm regeneration ; as well as to the holding that 
office power in the church is derived by fucceſſion 
from other officers, and not from the community as 
a body. In the mean time, heathen perſecution was 
become very odious, and the dottrine of a crucified 
Saviour very honorable ; therefore,/in the beginning 
of the fourth century, by a pretended revelation from 
heaven, the cro/s was crefted as a military ſtandard, 
to gratify, and not to crucify the fleſh. And then 
each biſhop was ſet up as a Sgh-pricft to whom 
Conſtantine wrote, and faid, « You, and other bith- 
ops, prieſts and deacons, ought to-look unto the re- 


pairing of ſuch churches as are under your govern- 
ment 
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_ dignity ; alſo a Democracy, or government «# 
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ment and juriſdiftion ;- that 'thoſe | which ie yer 
ſtanding, may be repaired and enlarged ; &r new 
buile if occaſion ſo require. And both yot, and 
others in your name, may 2w#/l and require tltz ma- 
giſtrates and governors of provinces to furniia'you 
with materials neceſſary to the building or rej tiring 
thereof ; for we have ſignified unto. them xy" our 
royal letters, that they ſhall willingly and chex my 
furniſh you with whatſover your boline/s ſhal:thi 
neceſfary thereunto.” This was his Janguizze to 
each biſhop ; and ©« He confirmed with his*royal 
authority, the canons and determinations of tht bi/b- 
ops, which they had decreed in their publicl; con- 
ſiſtories, that ſo the princes of other nations; jnight 
not abrogare their decrees. For the judgmeftts of 
the prieftbood in eccleſiaſtical matters, is to bt; pre- 
ferred before the opinion of a ſecular judge.” ;: And 
when he had gone on in this way until the thirtieth 
year of his reign, the hiſtorian ſaid,'*& His RA i 
1s 
n- 


reſemblerh the celeſtial empire, ſo that lifeing 
eyes to heaven, he governeth his ſubjeCts in this 
ferior empire, according to the. pattern and fo&fm of 
the heavenly empire, For Law, which is the King 
of all, hath preſcribed a Monarchy -to be a gi vern- 
ment moſt ſuitable to- prince and Pays ;* for a 
monarchy doth exceed all other kinds ot con: 
wealths and manners of government ;» for tht j 
vernment is various which conſiſteth 1n'an ri 
cracy, or government of men equal in richi#- and 


people, which is oppoſed to a Monarchy,'is rat 
ſeditious confuſion than a government,” Ye !:inall 
this time Conſtantine never ſubmitted to 'rthe Fe of 
Chrift. But when he found his health ro fail; i the 
ſixty-fifth year of his age, he ſet off for the-place 
where Jeſus was baptized ; but when he ca ne to

as fo 
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Nicomedia, he perceiyed that he.ſhould not reach 
there ; and then he aſſembled a number of biſhops, 
and (aid to them, © Brethren, the ſalvation which I 
have-earneſtly deſired of God. theſe many. years, I do 
now. this day expett ; it is time- therefore that we 
ſhould be /ealed and ſigned with the badge of im- 
mortality, And though I purpoſed to receive it i 
the river Jordan, i which our Saviour, for gur ex- 
ample, was baptized ; yet Gad,. knowing} what. is 
fitteſt for me, hath appointed that I ſhall receive it 
in this place, therefore let me not be delayed. And 
if he in whoſe power life and death are, will permit 
me to live any longer amongſt you, and ro join, my 
prayers in the church, with the /prayers of the con- 
gregation of God's-people, I will- live in ſuch a re: 
gular manner, as may become a /ervant of God.” 
After which, ſays the biſhop, ©. The ſervice of bap- 
tiſm was read, and _ they baptized him with all the 


ceremonies belonging. to this myſterious ſacrament. 
So that Conſtantine was the firſt of all che Emperors 


that was regenerated by the new birth of baptiſm, and 
that was ſigned with the ſign of the cro/s, fo that his 
ſpirit rejoiced, and being, thus regenerated, his mind 
was illuminated, and by "the raptures of faith ſq 
tranſported, that he admired in himſelf the wonder- 
ful work of God. , After this ſacred ceremony was 
performed, being clothed now in-robes of light, in- 
ſtead of his robes of regality, he went :home, and 
reſted upon his, royal bed, putting off his royal robes, 
which he would not any more endure to touch,—- 
Afterward he made his laſt will and. reſtament; and 
hereby 'gave honorable annual. penſions to the citi- 
zens.of Rame, . He left, unto his children the inhe- 


_ Fitance of his empire for their patrimony, and diſ- 
poſed of other matters in expreſs words as he thought 
convenient, . Theſe things were performed in the 

74 time 
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time of the holy feaſt of Pentecoft; beginningzon the 
ſeventh Sunday after Eſter, 1n a holy -remen Drance 
of the confirmation of the ſcriptures,"by the; eend- 
ing of Chriſt into heaven, and the deſcendinggof the 
Holy Ghoſt upon men, On the laſt day-of this 
feſtival, the Emperor having thus diſpoſed of "all 
matters, died about noonnde, leaving his mortal part 
0 the earth ; but. his intelligible and divi; & part 
went to: God.—The prieſts and peaple, wit | tears 
and lamentations, prayed unto God for the En Ye S 
ſoul ; which prayers, though they were not*much 
available, yet God fo bleſſed his ſervant Conſtantine, 
that his ſons ſucceeded him in his Empire ;*; 
he deſired, he had his tomb in the Apoſtles CR 
and enjoy ed the benefit of the maſſes and praye! 
therein.” * 
This 1s the account of how a form of godlinds was 
then adopted as an engine of ſtate-policy ; vgt7en by 
4 biſhap? who was very active therein, and wizgo alſo 
wrote the hiſtory of the church, from the eirch of 
Chriſt, unto the death of Conftantine, ' with raiſed 
expectations of glorious effe&ts that would \ iow. 
But what were the effects ? By removing he Year of 
the Empire to Conſtantinople, and dividingit Anong 
his three ſons, Conſtantine prepared the waytor its 
being rent-and torn to pieces, and-for the bilk»p of 
Rome to advance himlelt above all:-men-v Earth, 
and above the God of heaven, whoſe Son cams into 
the world to bear witneſs unto the truth, and. t0 tefroy 
the works" of the devil, which are: lying and mrder.. 
John. vi. 44. xyiin. 36, 37. 1 John m1. 5-14. 
And theſe evils were carried fo far, before: Enfland 
was ſubjected to the Pape ot Rome, that: becavit the 
firſt archbiſhop of Canterbury could not effe Jt by 
+ fair

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fair means, he ſaid to a ſynod of miniſters, ** Since 
you refuſe peace from your brethren, you ſhall have 
wars from your enemies ; and fince you will not join 
with us in preaching the word of eternal life to your 
IR you ſhall receive death from their hands;” 
as fome thouſands of them did ſoon after. And they 
purſued this bloody way until 1533, when the pat- 
liament of England forbid any more appeals to Rome, 
and ſet up their King as the head of the church. + 
America had been diſcovered forty years before, 
and it was granted to the crown of Spain, by the 
Pope of Rome. But the crown of England ſoon 
after claimed the fame power, and hath exerciſed 4// 
the power of the firſt beaſt therein, even down to our 
times. For God himſelf never claimed any higher 
power, than to bind us in all caſes whatſoever. And 
the Son of God refufed tro make uſe of the feword to 
ſet up his kingdom, John xvin. 36, 37. Therefore 
the heads of the churches, both of Rome and Eng- 
land, have exalted themſelves above the eternal God, 
who never could be guilty of lying nor perjury, nor 
of enticing any into fin. ' 2 Theff. nu. 3—12. Heb. 
vi. 17, 18. James 1. 135—15. No wonder then 
that their worſhippers are given to a {trong deluſion 
to believe a lie. . 
In 1602 a number of Chriſtians in the joining 
borders of Nottinghamſhire, Lincolnſhire, and York- 
ſhire, obtained ſo much light from the word of God, 
as openly to withdraw from the church of England, 
*« And as the Lord's free people, joined themſelves 
"by covenant into a church-ſtate, to walk in all his 
ways, made known, or to be made known to them, 
according ts their beſt endeavours, whatever 1t coſt 
them.” * For this they were perſecuted in _ 
England, which cauſed their flight into Holland,

Ir is therefore impoſſible thyc ſin 
can ever eſcape without puniſhment, either j4 the 
guilty perſon, or in his Surety, And we me} now 
ſee that reviling and lying is the raoſt dangeror};per- 
fecution in the world, as ic hath obſcured th#7 
more than carporal tortures ever did. Mar.v.1 bo 
Nataral men have always perſecuted thoſe who
